Too report of the Ohio 
State Food Commission has shown that 
a Iprgo number of tbe brands sold here 
are made from alum, phosphates, or a 
cheap and adulterated cream ot tartar. 
The danger to tho public is made still 
greater by the unblushing effrontery 
with tbo proprietors of these impure 
powders advertise them as perfect, claim- 
ing for them all kinds ot falsa and in»- 
po5sible endorsements.
